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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-11, drawn to a composition for making an edible product, classified in 
class 426, subclass 564. 

II. Claims 12-20, drawn to a method for making an edible composition, classified in 
class 426, subclass 570. 

2. Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
composition as claimed can be made by a materially different process, it does not require the 
specific formulation of preblending, whipping etc. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. Where 
applicant elects claims directed to the product, and a product claim is subsequently found 
allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise include all the limitations of 
the allowable product claim will be rejoined in accordance with the provisions of MPEP § 
821.04. Process claims that depend from or otherwise include all the limitations of the 
patentable product will be entered as a matter of right if the amendment is presented prior to 
final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted after final rejection 
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are governed by 37 CFR 1.116; amendments submitted after allowance are governed by 37 CFR 
1.312. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product claims and 
the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process claims will be fully 
examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. Thus, to be allowable, the rejoined 
claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 
103, and 112. Until an elected product claim is found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction 
requirement between product claims and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process 
claims that are not commensurate in scope with an allowed product claim will not be rejoined. 
See "Guidance on Treatment of Product and Process Claims in light of In re Ochiai, In re 
Brouwer and 35 U.S.C. § 103(b)," 1 184 O.G. 86 (March 26, 1996). Additionally, in order to 
retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the above policy, Applicant is advised that the 
process claims should be amended during prosecution either to maintain dependency on the 
product claims or to otherwise include the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so 
may result in a loss of the right to rejoinder. Further, note that the prohibition against double 
patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply where the restriction requirement is 
withdrawn by the examiner before the patent issues. See MPEP § 804.01 . 
5. During a telephone conversation with Mr. Brian Steinberger on October 25 th , 2005 a 
provisional election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, claims 1-11. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 
12-20 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being 
drawn to a non-elected invention. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. The claim recites the phrase "approximately 5 net carbohydrates". It is unclear what 
the unit of measurement for 5 is. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

9. Claiml-2, 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Laaman et al (US 
pat. No. 5,955,136). Laaman et al disclose a low fat ready to drink beverage (abstract) with 
cocoa powder and cream (see table 3). It is inherent that the serving of the composition 
determines the amount of carbohydrates contained. The higher the serving, the higher the level of 
carbohydrate or fat. With regard to claim 2, Laaman et al disclose sugar and starch as 
components in the beverage (see table 1). With regard to claim 8, water is added as a component 
for a milk shake beverage (see table 10). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

10. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

11. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 

12. Claims 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Laaman et al 
(US Pat. No. 5,955136) in view of Merrick et al (US 2001/0043980). With regard to claim 3, 
Laaman et al failed to disclose the serving size for the beverage. However, it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to expect that the serving size of an edible composition 
is subjective to consumer preference and it is well known to have edible compositions with 
serving sizes of more than, less than or equal to 8oz. With regard to claims 4-6, Laaman et al 
disclose a blend of ingredients including milk proteins (col 4 lines 11-13), cream 9col 4 lines 21- 
22), cocoa powder, vanilla, carrageenan (see tables 2 and 3). However, Laaman failed to disclose 
polysorbate, non-hydrogenated vegetable oil, maltitol and vegetable mono and diglycerides.' 
Merrick et al teach a low fat edible emulsion including polysorbates, lecithin, esters of mono- 
and diglycerides as emulsifiers ([0008] lines 11-14) and unhydrogenated fat ([0014]). It would 
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have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Laaman et al with Merrick et al by 
incorporating these ingredients as emulsifiers. With regard to claims 7, 9 and 10-11, Laaman et 
al failed to disclose that the edible product includes chocolate mousse, hot chocolate or a dessert. 
However, it would be expected that these compositions are included because it is well known in 
the art that similar ingredients are used to prepare these edible products.
